Editor British 'Colonist: As misap- 
prehension exists regarding my line of con- 
duct, at a public meeting lately held at New 
Westminster, I 'take the opportunity of 
setting myself right in the eyes of those for 
whose opinion I care in Victoria, it being 
unnecessary to do sc in Westminster, where 
the facts are known. 

1. The roport of the Convention meeting 
■in tho New Westminster Timis was limited, 
partiul and unfair. 

2. The object of those who got up the 
meeting was to call a Convention, and elect 
delegates at a meeting, held to consider in 
the outlet the propriety of the ttep. 

3. This Convention was started simply 
and solely by the New 'Westminster Town 
Council. 

4. As advocated and propounded by- 
Messrs. McClure & Co., it was illegal, be- 
cause it claimed for itself powers which 
could not be claimed or exercised, except 
by an Assembly allowed by Her Majesty 
and Her Ministers. 

5. This fact was constantly urged on the 
promoters of the meeting, by Messrs. Homer, 
Clarkson, Kennedy and others, as well as 
by myself. 

6. The above gentlemen wished to have 
a Convention of men, chosen by the differ- 
ent towns in British Columbia, to do what 
was legal, and we warned no more, viz: 
To draw up a statement of the wants and 
wishes of tho Colony of British Columbia, 
md lay Ihem before His Excellency fur 
transmission to the Home Government. 

7. The majority of the meeting were in 
favor of a legalized Assembly — not a sham. 
— a legalized Assembly obiained in a fair 
and open manner.

British. Columbia Convention vs. a Leg- 
islature. 

It \a a very common custom in British 
America and the United Stiitos, and to some 
extent in Great Britain, for the budding in- 
telligence of manhood to orguuiao what are 
usually called " Young Men's Debating So- 
cieties". In some, not merely literary, soi- 
entific, social, and historical questions are 
discussed; but tho political issues of the 
day a re debated, and bills passed, with till 
the formal gravity and parliamentary pre- 
cision which amateur statesmen without the 
hirsute appendage can muster for the occas- 
ion. Unhappily, no doubt, for the bbuntry 
in which such displays of precocious talent 
have occurred, their governors and rulers 
have never acknowledged them as a substi- 
tute for u Legislature. In like manner that 
famous seat of forensic talent and legal lore 
presided over in London by Baron Nichol- 
son, and familiarly known as "Judge and 
Jury in the Strand," have never yet hail their 
claims acknowledged by the British Govern- 
ment as a substitute for the Courts of Old 
Westminister,or even been honored by quot- 
ing the opinions of Baron Nicholson. 
Though such retreats of politics and mock 
litigaat on in older communities have gen- 
erally been treated with the consideration 
due to impromptu organizations for intellec- 
tual training, or even amusement ; yet thai 
is no good reason why new countries should 
not bestow od them a higher rank. Enter- 
taining such ideas as the latter, that formi- 
dable institution the New Westminister 
Times has advocated a Convention, as a 
substitute for a Legislature. Whether 
the cessation of mosquito phlebotomy has 
caused the mentality of the Times to 
sutler from plethora, and a perpetual Con- 
vention is soughMo reduce the surplusage 
of the system; or whether the everlasting 
din of mosquito trumpets has suggested to 
the Times the idea of blowing its own in a 
Convention a year lung, we eaunut take 
upon ourselves to say. But it certainly 
cannot be for amusement in the now waning 
winter nights, or as a mere Debating Club ; 
auv| yet, so far as we can discover from the 
organic act of tho colony, or the proclama- 
tions of the Governor, it cannot olaim a 
hb'her legal rank, Bulwer Lytlon's Con- 
vention dispatch to the contrary notwith- 
standing! It would be unfair in us, how- 
ever, not to give the happy conception 
of the Times in its own language. It 
says : f To form a representative body 
.similar in all respects lo a Legislative As- 
sembly, with the exception ot legal and 
authorized formation, was the design winch 
we concaved for a convention of the inhabi- 
tants of Hie colony. By this means we 
would, as we have already said, have bail a 
test of our capacity to govern the country, 
uithout the perhaps dangerous experiment of 
fust possessing representative institutions;' 
Genius and originality ever command our 
admiration. But how the genius of the 
Times can "govern the country" by a 
Convention, " unauthorised and illegal," 
certainly puzzles our matter-of-fact notions 
of colonial government. Some one has said 
that genius is incomprehensible except to 
genius, and so we presume the oracular quo- 
tation above will have to be dealt with by 
genius alone. Pray how could a Convention 



an absolute g'ovornof ; its province, though 
less exalted than its originators wished, 
would be likely to be far more legitimate. 

The Times occasionally becomes very 
illogical, not to say inconsistent. But that 
may be attributed i» ti"' conduct of the 
people who, taking its advice, "scrutinized 
too closely the mental calibre of the candi- 
dates" for delegates; As a proof of its 
illogical positions, we need only say that it 
advocates " manhood suffrage as heartily 
ns was ever done by Fergus O'Connor, .and 
vet, in tho extract above, it talks of the 
"perhaps dangerous experiment of first pos- 
sessing representative institutions." Thus 
the hurdy-gurdy of the Times plays two 
nines at the same time. Is it not an ad- 
mirable political instrument? Moreover, 
it is not as liberal us Gov. Douglas— for. on 
its own showing, it gives credit to that gen- 
tleman for allowing foreigners to vote for 
city councillors ; ami yet it denies to them 
the privilege of voting at a primary meet- 
ing. Such discordant notes, no matter 
how loyal they may sound to ignorant ears, 
scarcely prove poliiical consistency, or at 
leasl, as much liberality as Bulvyer Lytton 
manifested in his dispatch suggesting a Con- 
vention elected by everybody, butotherwise 
similar to that about which the Times has 
wrought itself up into such a fit ot menial 
agony.

Safe Arrival of the Forward. 

The town was thrown into a stato of un- 
wonted exoitomont at two o'clock yosterday 
afternoon, by the announcement that Hi M, 
Gunboat Forward had been seen off Trial 
Island, heading for this port. About four 
o'clock she was seen slowly entering the har- 
bor under steam. The glad news spread rap- 
idly, and the Hudson Bay Co.'s Wharf was 
soon lined with spectators, who expressed in 
strong terms the intense satisfaction they felt 
at seeing the gallant littlo. vessel and her 
crew again in our harbor. Several boats filled 
with frienda were soon on their way towards 
her, and boarded her when she east anchor,in 
order that they might be among the first to 
welcome their friends homo again. 

Soon after her arrival, Commander Robson 
came ashore in one of the boats belonging 
1o the gunboat, and was met on the wharf 
by a large number of friends, who warmly 
■congratulated him upon bis safe return. It 
seems that tho Forward, after leaving the 
Florencia, (which she was compelled to do, 
owing to a severe gale and a disarrange- 
ment in her machinery,) made Friendly 
Cove, where she laid two days and repaired. 
The Indians saw and conversed with the 
oflioers am! crew, mid their statement, made 
to the Hecate, that they had not seer, the 
Forward after she left with the Florencia in 
tow, was the great cause of the anxiety that 
has been felt here for some time back as to 
her safety. 

After leaving Friendly Cove, the 1'orward tried 
•to make the straits under sail, but after three or 
four days, she ma«e tiQthe northward, and jiut for 
Fort Rupert, which port \ve reached on tho '29th 
December. Here she was supplied with about 
loOpountk of .potatoes and one sack of Hour. She 
Baileditoe fallowing Tuesday for this port, keeping 
close in shore, under sail and steam alternately, 
The ship's company were put on short allowance 
soon after leaving Fort Rupert, and continued so 
until her arrival at Hanainio, on Saturday night 
last. Here some provisions were procured, and 
she left for this port at oue o'clock on Sunday 
last. Heavy gales were encountered all the way 
down, and the slow time made by her, is, when 
vre take into consideration the state-sf her engines, 
fully accounted for. 

The account of the gunboat parting with the Flo- 
rentia, published by us on Wednesday last, is said 
to have been perfectly correct. The order the crew 
of the brigantine could not understand, was to the 
effect that they must put back to Friendly Cove 
Tho majority of the crew, thinking that the order 
was to take in the mainsail, proceeded to do so, 
instead of going about, lience the subsequent part- 
ing of the chain for a third time, and the departure 
of the Forward for the Sound- 'i'he passengers, 
officers and crew of the brig Consort — seventeen 
in number— arrived in the Forward. They con- 
sist dt Capt. McLellan, John Lockman, (chict 
officer) wife and child, and Geo. F. Alley, and 
twelve others. The Consort's people desire us to 
return their sincere thanks to Capt. Robson for li is 
rescue and kind treatment of tnem. They spe;ik 
of him in terms of the warmest gratitude, for his 
gallant and humane conduct, from first to last. 

With the return of the Forward, a great load of 
anxiety has been removed from the breast of every 
person in the community, and everybody seemsed 
to breath freer on learning of her sale return.

Captain McLellan, late master of the brig Con- 
sort, and Geo. F. Alley, a passenger on the same 
vessel at the time she was wrecked, inform us 
that they left Honolulu on the Oth of October. On 
the 2Gth of the same month, when in lat. 45° .'iO', 
Ion. 140° 23', about SUO miles from land, they 
encountered a severe gale, and were dismasted. 
Jury masts were rigged, and on the fith November 
they gut near enough to sight Cape Flattery lii;ht, 
that same night a gale came on from the south 
east, and they were driven out to sea again. On 
the 7th or 8tli of November, they saw the bark 
Glimpse from San Francisco, heading towards the 
straits. A signal of distress was displayed, and 
the bark bore down towards them. When within 
about a mile -distance, however, they crossed the 
Consort's bows, and bore offtoWVrds Cape Flattery; 
without taking further notice. The brig was then 
driven to and fro by the wind and waves, and on 
the 15th of November were driven ashore n^ar the 
northern extremity of the Inland — a raft «ai m ide 
and a bauser sent ashore, by means of which they 
all reached dry land salely. They stopped at the 
point where they wore wrecked until the 2'Jlh of 

November, whe n, by tho advice of some Indians, 

they repaired to a native settlement, called Car- 
« in say, wrier , on the iSth of Decembi r, the gun- 
boat arrived andtook them on b iard. .Mrs Lnek- 
jnan, the only female passenger on board the 
Consort, bore 'up bravely dining the whole of the 
trying scenes through which she was compelled 
to past, and received great pr.iise fur the fortitude 
she displayed on nil occasions The Consort had 
a small cargo of Sandwich Island produce, and 
was bound to Port Madison to load with lumber, 
She has been engaged in the trade for some time, 
and was considered a staunch vessel, although a 
slow sailer. 

Indian Reserve Water Frontage.— 
As will be seen from an advertisement in 
our paper, the government, through Mr. John 
J. Cochrane, offers the water-frontage ol 
the Indian Reserve property to lease for 
" mercantile purposes." The object, we 
learn, is to obtain a revenue by this means, 
in order to enable tho authorities to appoint 
missionaries and police lor the education 
and protection of the aborigines. Should a 
sufficient number of lots he leased, the 
SoDSjish village will bo moved further back 
from the harbor, and thus afford leasers an 
opportunity cl building upon the sites of 
tho lodges. Although the property's pre- 
sent availability for " mercantile purposes" 
is doubtful, yet there urn many occupations 
for which it might bo used advantageously. 

A NWIIANCE,— The uncovered cellar ill 
tho lot botweon the Express Office and 
Langjey Bros.' building, has long been a 
nuisance from the large quantity of Stagnant 
water collected in it.

End of an Interesting Law Case. — 
Yesterday morniug, his lordship, Chief Jus- 
tice Cameron, delivered a,long and carefully 
prepared decision, in the colebrated caso of 
Moses Phillips et. al. v. David Green, tho 
property involved iu which has been in 
chancery sinco December, 1058. The caso 
was first brought before the Court of Chan- 
cery, by the plaintiffs filing u bill setting forth 
that a partnership had existed between them- 
selves and tho defendant during May nnd 
June of 1858, at Whatcom, AVashingtcn Ter- 
ritory ; that Green was given money belong- 
ing to the linn to come to Victoria and pur- 
chase property ; that he came over here and 
soon after returned, saying he could find 
none that would pay to buy ; that plaintiffs, 
subsequent to his return, ascertained that 
Green had purchased p. five-acre lot and a 
portion of a town lot with tho money they 
had furnished him j the alleged fraud took 
place prior to a dissolution of co-partnership 
between the parties. The defendant, in his 
reply, alleged that he did purchase the prop- 
erty described in plaintiffs' will, nnd that he 
made no secret of it to them ; but he did not 
use their money for that purpose; and also, 
that there was no partnership between them. 
His lordship said the evidence taken on both 
sides had been closely scrutinized, and fully 
commented upon. Each counsel had de- 
clared that the evidence was almost entirely 
false, and tho court had arrived at the sivne 
conclusion. The must credible witnesses 
seem to have been on the part of the plain- 
tiffs. His lordship reviewed the evidence, and 
said the court found that a partnership be- 
tween the plaintiffs and defendantjhad been 
formed in San Francisco ; and that tho money 
Green had used in the purchase of the prop- 
erty belonged to the firm. The exhibits the 
defendant had taken so much pains to pro- 
cure had mainly contributed to upset his 
case ; and the books of the concern bad evi- 
dently been tampered with. Numerous 
pages have been torn out in the cash-account; 
ami in the sa'cs-book the same peculiarity 
occurs. Notwithstanding the tampering, the 
books show that a partnership between the 
parties really existed : a receipt given by 
Phillips— signod by Green & Co. also shows 
it. It has been conclusively proven that the 
property in .question was purchased by 
Green four days before Phillips left tho pnrt- 
riersliip. The circumstauces fully shaw 
that the defendant resorted to the fraud- 
charged to retain poesessicu* of the property 
He has been to a great deal of pains to 
bolster up his case; perjury has been com- 
mitted w a fearful degree. I neither believe, 
the evidence of De Young, nor that of Katz- 
given fur defendant, and if those two indi 
viduals were here, I should certainly afford 
them an opportunity of establishing their 
innocence before a jury. The plaintiffs 
must be given the benefit of any little inao- 
uracies thai may have occurred in their 
bill, and will have an opportunity allorded 
them of amending the same. The judg- 
ment uf the court was that a receiver be 
appointed for the collection of the rents, etc.; 
that an amended bill may be filed, and that 
the court would decide on the state of the 
•mints between the parlies. The defend- 
ant to pay the full costs of suit. In conclu- 
sion, his lordship said that as several of the 
witnesses lor the defendant had sustained 
a scorching rebuke from the Attorney Gen- 
eral, be should not visit litem mure severely: 
that be considered Green as the party guilty 
of the greatest traud, and tl etelotfl oulercd 
that he pay the full costs of suit. D. U. 
Rii;g, Ksq. appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Cary, for the defendant. 

Wharf Improvement Contemplated at 
New Westminster.— Mr. Thos. Harris in 
about erecting at .Vow Weatuiiuister tin' 
largest wharf to be found in the Colony of 
British Columoht.
